the 
volumi' to 
the civil en­ 
gi neers’ club of tliis city. 
There wore only a few hundred 
copies of the volume })rinted, cer­ 
tain |n*(imincnt citizi'iis of the city, 
tlie governor, Daniel D. Tompkins, 
and lieulenant gin’crnoi* of the state, 
and mayor of New York, 
De W i tt 
Clinton, 
having subserilied to the 
volume and guaranteed the expenses 
of 
publication. 
Archi tect 
Pope 
lived hefoH' his tiiiK', and all tlirougli 
the interesting treatise on his 
for a great bridge over the Hudson 
and a deseri|)tion of ancient bridges 
there apjioars the complaining time 
of an 
ima])precialod genius. 
Mr. 
Pope must have had enemies, for he 
refers to men who would have him 
locked up as insane for daring to 
suggest any such thing as a bridge 
across a ri ver like the Hudson, with 
nothi ng to hold it up in the middle. 
Dut 
men 
like 
the governor and 
mayor and those ])crsims who sub­ 
scribed to bis boi)k listened to the 
arcli i teci ’s story and believed in him. 
flavor 
Clinton 
believed 
the 
day 
would 
come when h'otli 
tlui Idast 
river and 
the -beautiful 
iludsoii 
would be spanned by great bridges 
similar to the oik' Mr. Piipe had de­ 
vised. 
That was very nearly IbO 
years ag»x and the Hudson will at 
last bo spanned by a great structure, 
as the unappreciato.d Pop;' foresaw. 
Ill Mr. I’ope’s volume are <h'seri]v 
tions of 
some 
of the then great 
bridges of tliis country and Eurojio. 
The bridge ovt'r tiie Schuyikill, at 
Philmlel]iiiia, completed about h-^tlb, 
was tlie great wonder in bri lges in 
Ameri ca at tliat time, aec.t)rding to 
]\lr. Pope, who believed liis schenie a 
far Ix'tter one, dv»ing away with all 
but tlie r'lid abutments. 
A 
bridge at 
Wandiiioor, India, 
was 
txlso 
one of the 
nov('lties in 
bridges at the 
ti me Mr. 
Pope de­ 
scribed it. 
It was eomposed entire­ 
ly of hr, and ha I not the smallest 
piece of iron or any other nii'tal to 
connect its parts. 
The beams and 
planks vrere botli of hewn hr, pinned 
together 
by 
large 
wooden 
pegs. 
This bridge had stood for a century 
without sign of decay. 
Still another eurious-looking ar­ 
rangement for a bridge IMr. 
Pope 
described as being at Chuka, India. 
It was operated by an endless chain, 
which supported the platform, and 
was securely imbedded in masonry 
at either end. 
Contrasti ng these structures 
in 
the bridge lino with some of the 
giants recently erected in this coun­ 
try, an idea can be ha;] of the tre­ 
mendous pi’ogrcss in bridge build­ 
ing. 
Mr. Pope, 
if he 
could now 
gaze on the Brooklyn bridge or some 
of the great structures built on his 
plan without supporters other than 
the abutments on the shores, would 
perhaps speak less harshly of the 
unappreciative people of

who could not catch his idea at the 
time he designed the first bridge to 
connect Manliattan island with the 
mainland.

Mr. M cK inley ’s plan is quite dif 
ferent. 
H e knows th at th e revenues 
are running beh ind and th at th ey 
can only be brough t up to a point 
to meet th e deficiericy in th e reve­ 
nues by large imports, as 
th ings 
now stand, and h e prefers American 
goods. T h at, with any contraction, 
affairs will be so much th e worse. 
T h at 
th e first 
requisite to better 
times is more money of some kind. 
T h at th e balance of trade, growing 
out of conditions such as h ave no 
prevailed for twenty y ears, nearly , 
can only be counted on for one 
y ear, wh en new crops, 
wh ich , bar 
ring a w orld’s failure, will be larger 
th an ever, 
and, 
in 
consequence, 
low prices 
will break 
all records 
unless som eth ing can be done in th e 
m eantim e to establish an increased 
supply of money . 
T h e bargain to cancel th e green- 


raake panics m our stock and pro­ 
duce markets at will. 
In th e 
m eantime, with Russia, 
Austria and G erm any absorbing all 
th e gold production of th e world, 
barring wh at comes to us as balance 
of trade for crops, Europe, and es­ 
pecially England, must 
h ave, th e 
money situation in England will be 
getting tigh ter and tigh ter. 
Russia 
h as been quietly piling up 
gold. 
England h as been losing goid, in 
spite of th e vast increase 
in th e 
world’s goid production in recent 
y ears. 
Russia h as also been buy ing 
ch eap silver. 
Sh e is in th e market 
for fully $500,000,000 more. 
Th e 
silver sh e now wants is ostensibly to 
replace h er paper minor currency . 
For th at sh e can use $300,000,000 
or $400,000,000 worth at present 
prices. 
But Russia h as Siberia to 
develop as h er T rans Siberian rail­ 
road progresses. 
Sh e h as th e trade 
with Manch uria, wh ich will absorb 
any am ount th e world can produce, 
and with it sh e can undo E ng land’s 
industrial and com m ercial suprem ­ 
acy , 
h aving 
already 
destroy ed 
British prestige and dom ination in 
Eastern Ch ina. 
With a silver currency invading 
N orth ern India, with th e stam p of 
me czar on it, th at country can be 
worse unsettled, in its loy alty to 
England, th an it could be by an in­ 
vasion of 
Russian soldiers. 
Th e 
people 
of 
India 
would fear th e 
troops and look to England as a 
firoieclor. Th ey would welcome th e 
silver and look upon England, wh o 
h as closed th e Indian mints, as an 
oppressor. 
Wh ile 
Russia 
and 
France are coquetting with England 
now 
about 
an 
alliance, 
th ereby 
cleaving 
England clean from th e 
3riebund, th ey are, at 
th e same 
time, piling up gold; and wh en th ey 
lave picked E ng la nd’s pocket Joh n 
^ull will get th e cold, dead sh ake. 
Th en with Russia and th e United 
States, th e two great surplus or ex 
porting countries of th e woild, rich 
n gold and silver, with 
England a 
buy ing country , utterly dependent 
on oth er countries for material to 
work up and for food as well, and 
with only gold, 
England will h ave 
)een 
practically 
broken 
of 
h er 
financial 
supremacy . 
With 
tree 
coinage 
by 
all th e world ex cept 
England, for both 
gold and silver 
England, with no silver, will sink to 
a low level of power. 
Her attem pt 
to work Asia h as been completely 
frustrated, and Russia now h as wh at 
England sough t, control la th e O ri­ 
ent. 
Sh e h as crowded England out 
of 
Turkey , 
can turn h er 
out of 
Egy pt. 
It really looks as if Joh n 
Bull h ad overstocked h is market. 
T h ese are th e conditions wh ich 
Mai. M cKinley now sees and wh ich 
h e th inks will enable h im to cut 
loose 
from 
eastern 
dom ination, 
wh ich will bring back th e Trans- 
Mississip]» ! and Rocky M ountains 
and Pacific Coast states, wh ich will 
invade th e south . 
H e proposes to 
steal B ry an’s silver club to prevent 
it from 
turning 
congress against 
h im in 18 9 8 , and th us to prevent 
h is incum bency of th e Wh ite House 
from being barren of power or suc­ 
cess, but to make it such a h owling 
success as will bring h im a second 
term.

M cKinley 
looks 
to

eastern dem ocrats as likely to be 
swept back under th e dom ination 
of Hill, Flower and W h itney and 
th eir kindred, and all th e talk about 
th ese gentlemen h aving power in 
th e

adm inistration

moonsh ine. 
M cKinley 
knows 
h e 
h ad a narrow squeak for it, only 
for th e turning of th e votes of th e 
cities against th e country vote in 
th e last four weeks of th e cam paign, 
and

knows

eastern 
policy of low prices cannot stand 
two y ears, much less four y ears, as 
th ings now stand. 
He is going in 
for lots of money , good times and 
a h igh tariff— for th e west, clear to 
th e Pacific, th e industrial south ,and 
let th e cast sh ift for itself.
